Requires
federal funding received in excess of $880,000 to revert to the General Fund at the close of FY 2009.

. Appropriates a total of $95.6 million from the General Fund and authorizes 1,960.3 FTE positions. This

is a decrease of $695,000 and an increase of 5.3 FTE positions compared to estimated FY 2008. This
Bill also appropriates a total of $20.5 million from other funds. This is an increase of $28,000 compared
to estimated FY 2008.
